COLORADO METHOP.

The desperate conditions which have 


prevailed for some days in the mining 
camps in the Cripple Creek district of 
Colorado have been materially modi- 
fled by the vigorous manner in which 
the governor of Colorado has acted, In 
the history of labor troubles in'this 
country the drastic measures adopted 
by the governor to overthrow the state 
of anarchy which prevailed and restore 
order, is without a rarallel. The trou- 
ble grew out of the system of intimi- 
dation alleged to have been practiced 
by the miners'' union toward the nun- 
union men who were employed in the 
places of the strikers resulting in nu- 
merous assassinations and finally in 
blowing up, while waiting on a station 
platform to take the tram a, score of 
non-union workmen. 
It is 
perhaps 


not positively known whether the as- 
sassinations and the ^wholesale slaugh- 
ter of men at the station was the work 
of union men or not, but owing to th« 
conditions prevailing and other acts 
of intimidation it is charged to them.

HEARST AND HARRISON COMBINE 


Springfield, June 14—The 
plan of 
John P. Hopkins and a majority of the 
members of the state central commit- 
tee to make Frank P. Quinn- of Peorla, 
temporary chairman of the Democratic 
state ''ohventlon forced the Hearst and 
Harrison factions into an alliance, de- 
fensive and offensive. The deal was 
airanged last night but the\fact was 
guarded with the greatest secrecy un- 
til after the adjournment of the sub- 
committee of the state central body. 
The Harrison people agreed to vote 


for instructed Hearst delegation, and 
to secure the withdrawal of James R. 
Williams from the presidential race, 


The situation was made more com- 


plex by the announcement of Congress- 
man Williams that he was not inclined 
to u-lthdiaw as his Cook county friends 
had said he would do. There was talk 
of two conventions to be held in the 
same ball In event of the Hopkins peo- 
ple being able to prevent a roll call. 


Police Plenty. 


The convention was called to order 
at noon with all delegates keyed up 
to ii high tension in anticipation of a 
fight on the selection of a temporary 
Lhahman. Policemen were scattered 
liberally throughout the hall. The .Hop- 
kins people who had control of the 
seating anangements used their ut- 
most endeavor to see that as few peo- 
ple who were not "light' were admitted 
to the floor of the convention hall. Ev- 
ery ticket was compelled to pass the 
inspection of a line of doorkeepers.

Hopkins presented to the convention 
for temporary chairman 
Frank P.

The Maker of 
The First American Flag

sisting of thirteen stripes, alternate red 
and white; that the union, (the upper 
corner next to the staff) should be a 
blue field with thirteen stars upon It 
If you look at a new American flag 
now you will find however that the 
union contain forty-five stars Instead of 
thirteen. When the 
resolution was 


adopted on that first American flag 
day, June 14, 1777, there were only the 
thirteen original states. The country 
has now forty-five states. The rule Is 
to add a star to the flag for each new 
state.

But that destroyed the beautiful shape 
of the flag and made it so'cumbersome 
there was no managing it, just as Betsy 
Ross, the maker of the flint American 
flag, said would be the case If stripes 
instead of stars were added for new 
states. Congress did not need her sug- 
gestion, however, 
till the year IfilS, 


when the American flag's stripes had 
increased to twenty, and It looked bad 
indeed. Then congress went back to 
Betsy ROBS' suggestion to add a new 
atar to the union of the flag every time 
a new state was admitted. 
When Betsy ROBS made the first 
American national banner she did not 
know that millions of children In the 
American schools would every year cel- 
ebrate wjth joy and beautiful ceremo- 
nies the day on which her flag was cho- 
sen, but If she had known she would 
have been delighted greatly, for Betsy 
was a most patriotic woman. It eeems 
not possible that several persons are 
yet living who saw the maker of the 
first American flag, yet this Is true. 
Betsy Ross lived till 1836 and left many 
descendants and relatives. 
One lady 


still living H a granddaughter of Betcy' 
herself. Stir Is Mrs. Rachel Albright, 
now nearly ninety-two years old, resid- 
ing In lowi. 
Mrs. Albright herwett 


though so aged, still makes Bilk flftstt, 
which»people are only too glad to ob- 
tain from the granddaughter of the wo- 
man who fashioned the flag for George 
Washington He hoisted the first pa- 
triot flag In his camp ot Revolutionary- 
soldiers at Cambridge, Mass., Jan. t, 
1778. 


When the Revolutinoary patriots de- 


cided there should be a flag for the 
thirteen colonies, three men—Lynch,' 
Harrison and Benjamin Franklin—con- 
sulted with General Washington and 
designed one. It contain thr thirteen 
stripes and six pointed stars. Wash- 
ington himself drew the sketch for - 
Betsy Rosa to pattern after In making 
the flag. Betsy Ross lived' In Philadel- 
phia. She did not at all like the six 
pointed star and stoutly Objected to It 
even In the presence of General Wa*h> 
ington. She told him It should not b« 
adopted for the new nation's fla£ l»e- 
cause It was an emblem employed Ilk 
English heraldry and therefore a 
con- 


tinual reminder of Great Britain, from 
which the American 
colonies war* 


fighting to be free. 


Mrs. Ro«!< told'the Father of His 
Country that the five pointed star In 
use among 'he Dutch and French was. 
much more appropriate, because these 
nations weie our friends. 
She t61d 
him, furthei, that a five pointed stair 
could be easily cut In exact freomet- , 
rlcal proportions and that such star*) 
could also be readily arranged In a 
circle, which represented unity. Then 
Mrs. Rosa folded a •piece of paper, gave 
it a snip or two with her scissors, un- 
folded it and showed the general a per- 
fect five pointed star. 
The general 
agreed with her, and 'Betsy proceeded 
to make hei first flag. General Wash- 
ington and his friends were go pleased 
with It that thereafter, as long as she 
lived, Betsy ROBS hnd the contract t* 
make flags for the United States gov- 
ernment.- 
. 


Various cither flog emblems have 
been adopted for special persons hold- 
ing high office. When a blue flag with 
the United Htates coat of arms upon It 
files above a vessel It Is known that 
the president of the United States II 
aboard that ship, for this Is th») presi- 
dent's standard. If the flog upon a ves- 
sel Is mcrclv the blue union with four 
stars upon It and an anchor In the cen- 
ter, that shows the secretary of the1 
navy Is abroad. Vessels of the revenue 
service have- for their flag emblem * 
flag with the stripes running up and 
down Instead of across, and In the un- 
ion part of it a spread eagle surround- 
ed by stars.

HAD^THEIR PICNIC AT HOME. 


William B. McKinley was born in 


Petersburg, 
111., in 1S56, of Scotch- 
Irish parentage. Mr. McKinley's fath- 
er was a Presbyterian minister. When 
William R. was two yeais old the fam- 
ily moved to Champaign, and that city 
has been his home ever_slnce. 
He 


went to the public schools In Cham- 
paign and a little later to the Uni- 
veislty of Illinois!, although he did not 
stay to giadimte. His father died about 
21 yeais iigo. 
When McKlnlcy was 16 yeais old he 


went to Springfield to become a clerk 
in a drug store, though he was not a 
phatmaciMt. 
He stayed in Springfield 


for three years and astonishing as it 
may seem, did Jiot own the business. 
He rctuuied to Champaign In 1375, 
and look a position In the office of A. 
C. Buinham. a broker. He stayed with 
Mr. Burnhnm, for another three years 
and In 1S78 went with his uncle, J. B. 
McKinley. who also was in the brok- 
erage business. That partnership was 
continued until the uncls died several 
rr-nths ago and the business is still 
continued under the firm name. 


This -was Mr. M.Kinley's first ven- 


ture in business for himself. 
He did 


well at It and there perhaps laid the 
foundation for his now 
comfortable 


fortune. 
He WHS In the business but 


a vry short time when he began to 
seek other avenues lo lake up his 
sin plus energy. 
Between the years 


1S80 and JS85 he built Ihe water woi ks 
In Champaign. This "us his property 
until IS'Ji, when he sold it to the Har- 
ris people of Champaign. 
It ivas In 1800 that McKinley first 


turned his attention to street cms. He 
bought the street car system running 
between Champaign and Urbana. It 
\Viit then but a horse railway and not 
mil. h lo be proud of. Here his knowl- 
edge of finance gained while u btoker 
helped him. He had for years been 
lending money for eastern capitalists 
and thus became acquainted with men 
of wealth. He went to some of these 
acquaintances and laid before them 
the proposition to equip 
this stieet 


railway with electricity. He kept till 
the stock, Issued bonds to pay for the 
Improvement and sold the bonds. 
In 


1892 he sold both the wi'ter works and 
the street railway to the Hart-is peo- 
ple for a price that ,made the street 
car business look profitable. The suc- 
cess of this first ventuie fastened him 
in the railway business for life. 


The success of that venture made 


M.Kinley solid,with the eastern men 
of money and he formed a syndicate 
and under"the title of the Consolidated 
Railway company bought the 
street 


car property at Bay City, Mich. That 
venture also proved successful and 
the work went ahead of its own mo- 
mentum.

Theie were many 
strong points about him to 
admire. 


When he fii.st came to Decatur 
he 


clerked in stores and for a time was 
a driver of a bread wagon but he was 
ambitious to be something more t.nan 
a mere employe and he opened a les- 
taurant and lunch room in the; 
little 


fiame building on Prahle street now 
occupied by the Busy Bee restauiant. 
It was :it that time an unprepossessing 
looking building but Mr. Krebs had the 
faculty of pleasing the trade and soon 
established a large patronage. He came 
to know the 
restaurant 
business 


thoroughly and always catered to -the 
better class of tiade. His 
business 


piospered and when 
the 
Syndicate 


block on North Main street was erect- 
ed he opened the most pretentious res- 
taurant in (he city and continued to 
make money In that line. A large ac- 
quaintance gained in this business was 
furtlier extended by service with the 
Wabash as a dining car conductor, a po- 
sition for which his knowledge peculiar- 
ly fitted him. While thus engaged he 
continued his restaurant In this city, 
It was while In that business that Mr. 
Krebs developed into a great reader. 
He kept abieast of the current events 
of the day and then spread out into 
literature and all of his spaie moments 
behind his counter weie given over to 
earnest reading. From this habit he 
became ambitious to practice law and 
took up 1 its study and continued it for 
a number of years. Finally he dispos- 
ed of his business in order that he 
could give his entire time to his law 
studies and entered the office of Out- 
ten & Roby in order to complete his 
preparation for admission to the'bar. 
He was ptobably forty-five years of 
age when he took up this study and 
was finally admitted to the bar about 
five years ago. For a time he prac- 
ticed In this city but concluded that 
there weie greater opportunities in 
the southwest and abqut three years 
ago he went to El Canvpo where he has 
since made his home. He had suc- 
ceeded in establishing himself in his 
chosen piofession and was making ex- 
cellent headway when,seized with the 
illness that resulted in his death. His 
economical and temperate habits en- 
abled him to acquire a considerable es- 
tate. 
Mr. Krebs was a native of Indiana 


and. came lo this city in the latter part 
of the seventies. He was fifty years 
of age at the time of his death., He 
is survived by his wife, Mrs. Jeannette 
Krebs, his mother living at Logansport, 
and two (sisters, Miss Hattle, of Chi- 
cago, and Miss K. L. Krebs of this 
city

A number of the brick masons work- 


ing on the mantel factory in 
the 
Chamber of Commerce addition quit 
work yesterday because they weie not 
satisfied with the rate of pay, al- 
though all were getting the scale of 
wages called for by the Brickmasons 
union, 55 cents per hour. 
There were fourteen masons em- 
ployed and eleven of them quit. 
The 


statement was first made that the 
men quit because some of the masons 
were getting five cents more per hour 
than those who struck. 
The question was referred to the 


local union and last night they held 
a meeting. 
Contractor Fleck said last 


night. 
"When my foreman came here 


from Chicago I asked him to bring two 
brick masons so that we would be 
certain to have some* men t,o start with 
and we could hire others as they came 
along. 
I agreed with the men who 


came from Chicago that I would pay 
two dollars per week on their board. 
I had to make that much of a conces- 
s.on to them to get them to leave the 
city. 
If they were at homo in Chicago 
they would not be at the expense they 
encounter here of having to pay board 
while maintaining their families. I do 
not want to hire many Chicago men 
because it is an added expense. 
I 
had those men come here merely to 
have some to start with. 
It is denied 
that there was a strike but the effect 
is the same as though there was a 
strike. 
It makes no difference what 
they call it. 
The local union 
has 
treated me fairly and said that so far 
as possible they will furnish me men. 
I have no quarrel with the union and 
they say that they have no - quarrel 
or excuse to quarrel with me. 
I pay 


the union scale wherever I am con- 
tracting and that is all that I can do." 


One of the prominent members of 
the brick masons union said last night 
after 'the meeting. 
"There is 
no 
strike and the union cannot uphold 
the action of the men in quitting, but 
at the same time, if, as Individuals, 
they do not want to work on that job 
there Is no- way that they can be com- 
pelled to work there. They complained

commission man is ten per cent of the 
sale price. 
That's another 71 cents. 
The sum total of the maiketing cost 
thus figuies out 751 cents per case and 
the fruit sold for 75 cents per case. 
The returns to the shipper were half 
a cent less than the money he invest- 
ed in the expense of getting them to 
rnai ket.

such instances to apply on the expense 
incuired by the grower in producing 
his crop nor anything for the inter- 
est on his business investment.
